CONSERVATIVES 
WIN ELECTION IN 
NEW BRUNSWICK 


St. John, N.B., Aug. 11.—The defeat 
of the Veniot government was accom- 
plished yesterday by the electors of 
New Brunswick. This morning finds 
37 of the 48 seats in the legislative as- 
sembly im the hands of the Conserva- 
tive party, led by Hon. Dr. J. B. M. 
Baxter, The government led the re- 
maining 11. 

A check-up of the returns from Nor- 
thumberland gave the opposition all 
four seats, according to advices re- 
ceived late this afternoon. Earlier fi- 
gures gave F. M. Tweedie, govern- 
ment, a majority of 58. 

Ninety-cight candidates contested 
the 48 seats. Of the 98 more than 
60 were men new to the political 
arena, The returns showed that 27 
new opposition members and four new 
government were elected, while seven 
government and ten opposition sup- 
porters who were in the last legisla- 
ture have been re-elected. 

Within two or three weeks the pre- 
sent administration will resign, and 
a government headed by Dr. Baxter, 
who resigned his seat in the federal 
house of commons to return to New 
Brunswick, will take office. 

When the house was dissolved three 
weeks ago the government had 29, 
the opposition 12 and the Farmers 7. 

The Farmers, as a result of yester- 
day’s voting, passed out of the politi- 
cal picture, the only three candidates 
they had being defeated in Carleton 
county.

INFECTIOUS DISEASE 
REGULATION ISSUED 
IN THE GAZETTE, 


New health regulations dealing with 
persons affected with any contagious 
or infectious disease in a communi- 
cable form, and with the places where 
any such persons shall not be em- 
ployed are contained in the Alberta 
Gazette for July 31. Persons affected 
shall not be engaged, employed or per- 
mitted to serve in any work in connec- 
tion with the looking after of bed- 
rooms in any hotel or rooming house, 
employers shall not employ such per- 
sons and affected persons shall not 
seek such employment. 

The same regulation applies to em- 
ployment connected with the serving 
or handling of food not wrapped in 
wrappings, boxes, cases or other con- 
tainers. 

Any persons suspected of such dis- 
eases may be examined by the local 
board, and if infected shall not con- 
tinue in the certain types of employ- 
ment specified in the regulations.

|crop, in the opinion of George Hill, 
‘Dominion grain inspector, 

Mr. Hill is basing his opinion on 
jthe samples of the new crop which 
jhave reached his office from several 
parts of the province. Pincher Creek 
land Milk River district were the first 
ito submit samples of the new crop, 
but on Friday Mr. Hill received hand- 
\threshed samples from fields near 
|Claresholm, Granum and Barons. Most 
jor these samples have graded No. 2, 
jowing to their having been taken from 
lthe fields which were affected by hot 
weather. The color was good and un- 
| iform, but the grain was somewhat 
shrunken, which prohibited its being 
| graded as No. 1. The samples sub- 
imitted were too small for weighing, 
lnut a fair idea of the quality of the 
‘wheat could be obtained from them. 

“T cannot see much to affect the 
crop adversely from now on,” stated 
Mr, Hill on Saturday, “and much of 
it ought to be cut before danger from 
frost becomes imminent. The next 
new moon will be due about August 
20, and the bulk of the wheat in the 
south country ought to be cut by that 
time. We have found the new moon 
to be fairly accurate in bringing the 
first frost.’—Calgary Herald.

The Rural 
Standard of Life 


It should be clear to almost anyone 
that no country can in the long run 
successfully maintain one standard of 
life for the town and another—and 
vastly inferior—for the farm. A state 
of society which decrees that ‘eight 
hours of so-called labor shall be the 
maximum in the town, while twelve 
to fourteen shall be the scale on the 
farm, cannot build up a prosperous 
agriculture. Nor can an extravagant 
wages scale in the town, with the at- 
tendant “super-standard” of life, be 
maintained against the much smaller 
wages and harder living conditions of 
the hired) man on the farm. I mean 
to say that as long as such conditions 
remain the drift from farm to town 
will continue and the basic industry 
will suffer, much to the detriment of 
urban dwellers, because the farmer, 
when everything is said and done, is 
the principal contributor to the in- 
dustrial. paysheet of the nation. 

We hear a good deal of sarcastic 
comment upon the “motor-owning” 
farmer and about the extravagance 
involved in modern improvements in 
country homes. Does anyone ever 
dream of criticizing the carpenter or 
bricklayer because he does not carry 
up his bath water in a tn pail or read 
by the old-fashioned kerosene lamp? 
In fact, towns make modern conven- 
jiences compulsory by law. It seems 
to me that we must strive very ear- 
nestly to get used to the novel idea 
that the farmer is entited to anything 
that can be produced which will make 
his life happier and more contented. 
He actually requires these accessor- 
ies of civilization more than the town 
dweller does. Prairie life is at best 
isolated and the farmer and his fam- 
ily need telephone, radio and motor 
car almost as much as the tools and 
implements of their calling. But 
aside from all that, if we cannot con- 
trive to raise the standard of life on 
the farm so that the girls and boys 
will remain there, we shall find no 
solution of the present urban depres- 
sion and unemployment problem. Ro- 
bert Louis Stevenson, lying on his 
deathbed, uttered this very profound 
truth: “No one cares a d—— for the 
necessities of ife. What we live for 
is it ssuperfluities.’—Calgary Farm 
and Ranch Review. 


Protective Measures 
Against Mosquitoes 


Certain protective mixtures applied 
to the skin are of great value in 
warding off mosquitoes, black flies 
and similar pests, especially when the 
insects are very numerous. A number 
of formulas for such mixtures are 
given in a pamphlet on the methods 
of protection against mosquitoes and 
black flies, just issued by the Entomo- 
logical branch of the Dominion depart- 
ment of agriculture. A mixture re- 
commended by the ‘author is composed 
of 3 ounces of oil of cirtonella, 1 of 
spirits of camphor, 1 of oil of tar, 4 
of an ounce of pennyroyal and from 4 
to 6 ounces of castor oil. 

Another mixture consists of 2 
ounces of oil of citronella, % ounce of 
pennyroyal and 2 ounces of castor oil. 
The castor oil is included to prevent 
injury to the skin. Tallow may be 


used instead if it is desired to have 
the mixture in the form of a paste. 
When the insects are abundant it is

| the Act itself and the hotels generally; there are certain features that must 

be taken as constructive criticism and should be acted upon by country 

licensees as quickly as their finances will permit, if these hotel keepers are 

to be free from the accusation that they have not passed on a measure of| 
the benefits conferred upon them by the Act, to their customers, 


The suggested improvements can be summarized briefly as follows: 


Dining rooms should be operated by the licensee at country points with 
efficient service and wholesome food prepared. 


Comfortable inside toilets, well ventilated and clean, should be a part 
of every licensed premises, i 


Better beds and furnishings are required in many points. 


The rates for bedrooms have not been lowered and are too high for 
the class of accommodation given, there being now no excuse for high rates. 


While it is believed that licensees generally will, as business permits,| 
make continued improvements to their buildings and service, it is felt that, 
the Liquor Control Board should through a general policy of regular inspec-| 
tion and demand, see to it that the improvements suggested are made and 
maintained where needed, as quickly as the respective licensees are able to! 
undertake them. 


The maintenance of a definite high standard for rooms generally and: 
clean, efficient dining room service in country points in particular, are} 
results that the public have a reasonable right to expect from those who’ 
are benefitting as licensees under the Act.

LOGAN PEAK IS 
A RAGING HELL 
33 BELOW ZERO 


Banff, Alta.,, Aug. 7—“The final 
peak of Mount Logan, a flat triangle 
of snok 60 feet long and 19,850 feet 
above sea level, was reached at 8 
o'clock on the evening of June 23, 
twenty-one days after we had left our 
advance base camp, 18 miles away and 
12,000 feet below. The top was a rag- 
ing hell such as I never hope to see 
again. The thermometer registered 
33 degrees below zero and the wind 
was so terrific that we had to lie 
down and hold on to keep from being 
blown into space. The altitude had 
so affected us that we were all slight- 
ly deranged mentally and physically. 
If I had not reached the summit of 
Logan that day I could never possibly 
have considered going back again,” 

These were the opening remarks 
in fhe first official statement given to 
the world by Captain A. H. McCarthy, 
world famous conqueror of the high- 
est mountain in Canada, Alaska and 
Yukon, when he delivered his first 
public address before the Alpine Club 
of Canada and the United States at} 
Lake McArthur near here on Thurs- 
day.

The cases were found in the open 
range. Approximately 119 infected 
animals were immediately destroyed. 

Meanwhile plans for the extension 
of the quarantine zone and to cope 
with the possibility that approximate- 
ly 1,000 or more contract cattle may 
have to be destroyed, were going for- 
ward,
